PESSIMISM VS OPTIMISM

Oh Brother Amos have you 
heard the latest news? “I don’t 
know, perhaps I haven’t.” Well 
I will tell you, a mob on yester- 
day aboutten o’clock inthe fore- 
noon took Brother Paul away 
from the temple, and I never 
have seen such an_ uproar in all 
my life. It became so serious 
that the officials took charge of 
the affair. The chief captain 
with his soldiers protected him 
from the mob. Yet the chief cap- 
tain suspicioned that Paul was 
that notorious Egyptian robber 
who with his band of four thou- 
sand men had terrified the coun- 
try. So the chief captain was go- 
ing to give him a trial. 

Paul while on his way to the 
castle worked a strategy on 
them, he took advantage of his 
ability in speaking languages 
and stirred the multitude, turn- 
ing many to sympathize with 
himself. 

On the next day he was taken 
before the council and he plead- 
ed his own case ashe always 
does, he being an able speaker 
and knowing the law, did not 
need to hire a lawyer for doubt- 
less there was not a better law- 
yer in the whole country than 
he. 

You don’t tell me Brother 
Luke, that Brother Paul con- 
tended in the court, it looks to 
me it would have been more 
Christlike for him to have open- 
ed not his mouth, you remember 
the Lord opened not His mouth, 
when on trial. 

Yes Brother Amos he con- 
tended on several different occa- 
sions, he even called the high 
priest a whited wall, he became 
very eloquent and on the 
strength of his speech the coun- 
cil became confused and began 
to wrangle, then the chief cap- 
tain came with his men and de- 
livered Paul lest they would pull 
him in pieces. 

The next day the court was 
to proceed with its investigation 
but forty Jews banded them- 
selves together that they would 
eat nor sleep no more till they 
had killed him. 


Well Brother Luke, did this 
disturb Brother Paul? I feel sure 
that if he had given his case en- 
tirely in God’s hand, and paid no 
attention to the rumor that they 
were going to kill him, God 
would have kept him out of 
court. 

Yes Brother Amos it affected 
him and he applied to the chief 
captain at once, then the chief 
captain prepared to move his 
case to another court even to 
the jurisdiction of the govenor. 
They spirited him away after 
night, they took every precau- 
tion to evade the mob. They 
sent with him two hundred sol- 
diers, seventy cavalrymen, and 
two hundred spear-men. The 
chief captain wrote the gover- 
nor something like this: “Clau- 
dius Lysias unto the most excel- 
lent governor Felix sendeth 
greeting. 

This man was taken of the 
Jews, and should have been kill- 
ed of them, then came I with an 
army, and rescued him, having 
understood that he was a Ro- 
man and when I would have 
known the cause whereof they 
accused him, I brought him 
forth into their council, whom I 
perceived to be accused of ques- 
tions of their law, but to have 
nothing laid to his charge wor- 
thy of death or of bonds, And 





when it was told me how that 
the Jews laid wait for the man, I 
sent straightway to thee, and 
gave commandment to his ac- 
cusers also to say before thee 
what they had against him. 
Farewell.” 

So they took Paul, also this 
bill and presented himto the 
provincial court. The bill also ar- 
ranged for the prosecutors and 
the witnesses to be there, so five 
days after Paul’s arrival the 
high priest and the elders came 
and they had with them a spe- 
cial lawyer After the case was 
opened the lawyer made an ora- 
tion of much oratorical display 
after which Paul inhis usual 
manner defended himself ina 
speech that out-stripped the 
speech of their lawyer, and his 
impressive and eloquent words 
so effected the governor that he 
released Paul from the bonds | 
and gave him partial liberty. | 
But to please the Jews he kept 
his case pending for two whole 
years until another governor 
was elected. This new governor 
heard his case and reversed it to 
Jerusalem for a new trial. Af- 
ter this court’s decision, Paul 
not being willing to take the 
case back to Jerusalem made 
appeal to the highest court then 
governor Festus called King A- 
grippa tohelp him style the case. 
King Agrippa on hearing the 
case rehearsed told Felix that 
Paul could have been liberated 
ifhe had nottaken an appeal, 


' but it was then too late, the case 


had to go through. So pre- 
parations were madeto take 
Paulto Rome to have his trial 
before Caesar. On the way he 
had serious trouble, the ship he 
was on wrecked, they were cast 
on anisland, a serpent bit him, 
he suffered cold and hunger. It 
appeared that everything was a- 
gainst him. He finally came to 
Rome and waited many days 
for his prosecutors to arrive. 
Amos Too Pessimistic 

Well Brother Luke I have be- 
come greatly interested about 
this affair. I am certainly sorry 
for Paul, just think that he has 
been in court five long years 
and about all that is done they 
have worn the case out. I don’t 
see from your narrative that he 
has gained much in the transac- 
tion. I certainly feel that he 
should have left the case to the 
Lord even in the dark hours of 
midnight when it was reported 
that a mob was being made up 
to kill him. If he had only trust- 
ed inthe Lord instead of the 
chief captain he never would 
have been in that long drawn 
out court affair, then to think 
that after the trial before the 
provincial court they finally re- 
versed his case and sent him 
back to Jerusalem fora new 
hearing. He made an appeal to 
the higher court and it wasn’t 
his friends that did it, it was 
Paul himself. I say there isn’t 
any wonder that he is mixed up 
in storms, thunders and light- 
nings he should have more sense 
than to have taken an appeal to 
higher court. I don’t care if the 
serpent did bite him, maybe it 


will learn him some sense. As! 


you know my name is Amos 
and Amos means “burdened” I 
have been burdened for quite a 
while, now I see what the bur- 
den is about. I fear that the Lord 


am sorry you are so pessimistic 
about this, I would be glad to 
have you remember that Paul is 
specially chosenof God, and God 
is directing him in all his affairs. 
If God hadn’t wanted him to ap- 
peal tothe chief captain he 
wouldn’t have done so, then af- 
ter his case had been in court o- 
ver two years, if God had not in- 
tended that he should appeal 
his case tothe national su- 
preme court he would not have 
done so. It is true that you are 
not the only one that has be- 
come burdened, thinking that 
Paul made a great mistake, but 
I feel sure that God directed him 
at every move, so let us look up. 
Iam sure that if Paul has been 
kept in court for five years, God 
will get glory out of it some 
where, andIam not going to 
censure poor old Paul for ap- 
pealing to the chief captain and 
the lower courts, neither shall I 
censure him for not going back 
to Jerusalem to get a new trial 
but appealed to the national 
supreme court. I don’t think 
that Paul is any the less religi- 
ous by doing so and I think God 
is still smiling on him, he can 
preach the same as before, and 
the Lord blesses him in healing. 

The law is for the lawless and 
the officers of the law are God’s 
ministers, so I am determined 
to not give away to the pessi- 
mistic spirit and condemn our- 
selves for that which our con- 
science says is right. 

Let us look up for I am confi- 
dent that God is with His true 
people and will continue to bless 
though temporary reverses 
may appear occasionally. But if 
God is with us who can be a- 
gainst us.

more than one fifth of the farm 
land is devoted to its cultiva- 
tion. Then there are potatoes, 
tobacco, orchards and vineyards, 
I wondered if some of these or- 
chards were not the 4ruits . of 
Apple Seed Johnny’s faithful 
labors. Nearly one fifth of Ohio 
is pasture land, hence the fine 
live stock. The mineral] resour- 
ces are: coal, petroleum, and 
natural gas; clay for brick, tile, 
terricotta, sandstone, cement, | 
materials, abrasive, grindstones 
etc. It also ranks fourth as a 
manufacturing state, is the 
leading rubber manufacturing 
state; Akron being the rubber 
manufacturing center. Of course 
thereare other miscellaneous in- 
dustries, what more could be 
said to make it a better coun- 
try? Words would fail me. It 
seems to me there could be only 
one better country, that would 
be the “heavenly” spoken of in 
Hebrews 11:16. (The New Jeru- 
salem), where the air is salu- 





brious or healthful and unim-} 


pregnated with polution and the 
refulgent rays of divine holiness 
spread through the land. Of 
course this will be more beau- 
tiful for no plague spot of sin 
will be in its borders. The handi- 
work of God here is wonderful, 
yes beautiful but sin mars all its 
borders. 

And let us not be weary in 
well doing: for in due season we 
shall reap, if we faint not, Gal. 
6:9. Looking on the beautiful 
fields of grain nodding and 
swaying to and fro by _ the 
breeze, with only asmall a- 
mount already harvested and 
stacked brought to our minds 
the harvest of the Lord which 
truly is ripe unto harvest. How 
little comparatively has been 
gathered in, while fields and 
fields are swaying, burdened 
down with sin, heart sick and 
weary, anxious to hear of the 
sweet relief in Jesus. We have 
heard expressions like this: 
“That’s just what I’ve been 
wanting for months,” deliver- 
ance from tormenting fears and 
vexatious spirits; joy in the 
spirit and light in the soul. Then 
with the language of the apos- 
tle Paul we would admonish 


ing.” 

“We shall reap.” The apostle 
finds his figure of speech not 
in the market but in the field. 
Our Christain work does not 
find its analogies in buying and 
selling, in swift and deft trans- 





actions, but in the leisurely and 


mysterious process of the field’ 


“We shall reap.” Our work is 
not that of mechanics but of 
farmers, and if our work is like 
the farmer we are in league 
with most mighty and myster- 
ious forces? Were it not for this 
very fact and the never failing 
promises of God, many of us 
would become weary and no 
doubt faint as the _ toilsome, 
homeward journey we pursue. 
However we are looking for a 
city which hath a foundation 
whose builder and maker is God. 
Therefore we cannot afford to 
think of giving away to weari- 
ness of the flesh. “Well doing” 
requires toil and human nature 
is fond of ease. No doubt the 
shade is very inviting to the 
poor farmer as he toils in the 
sunshine, but he is looking for- 
ward to the harvest time and 
thinks of the bountiful harvest 
which he shall reap. Here he is 
on a patch of rough, hard, un- 
gracious soil; soil that is thread- 
ed with adverse biases and 
steely prejudices and unfriendly 
customs, What shall we do while 
the harvest tarries? “Be not 
weary.” 

Because the soil is reluctant 
and ungracious, do not let your 
ministry be premature and rude. 
Statistics have turned many a 
faithful sower inte a premature 
reaper. How many have been 
added to the Church etc? 


There are other workers on 
the field who are becoming 
weary because of the relaxing 
chill of constant ingratitude. 
They work and work and wit- 
ness no expression or sign of 
gratitude or appreciation. De- 
spite all this and many other 
things we are not to “be weary.” 
What is man? The joy of the 
Lord is our strength. It takes 
persistency to win. A loyal Sal- 
vation Army Captain explaining 
the motive power of that un- 
ique division of militant Chris- 
tainity declared that the su- 
preme essential in fighting the 
devil is to never let up. 

Now if our work is like farm- 
ing we shall often be working 
in the dark. How much of the 
process of agriculture is hidden 
behind the veil. Anyone can see 
the corn field but who can tell 
just when the seed is germinat- 
ing? Or even further back be- 
fore it gives even a sign of ger- 
minating who can tell. when the 
seed receives its first thrill of 
awakening and _ resurrecting 
life? How much goes on in the 
dark! Anyone can count con- 
verts but who can register 
spiritual germination? Who can 
tell of the first faint pulse which 
showed the souls awakening?

However we 
found them engaged in service 
and spent a few days with them, 
enjoying the hospitality of 
Brother and Sister Abner. On 
the last night we enjoyed a 
downpour of the Holy Ghost. 
The presence of the Lord was 
wonderful. We left sixteen in the 
altar crying out to God, several 
seemed to get blessed. Ham- 
ilton is a ripe field. 

From here we went to Middle- 
town which seemed to be our 
middle ground. It being about 
the middle of our journey, mid- 
dle of our length of time to 
stay, and something near the 
middle of the state. We found 
Brother Goins and family and 
Sister Pickett engaged in a bat- 
tle against sin. My! we sure en- 
joyed the good sermons and 
Sister Pickett’s music and sing- 
ing. Then on Monday night 
Brother and _ Sister Haynes 
made their appearance on the 
scene and we began to feel like 
Assembly time was drawing 
near. It seems so good here to 
see our Brother and _ Sisters 
come together, I’m made to 
wonder What it will be like on 
that great day when they come 
from the east and west, from 
the lands afar, and are gathered 
into the great banqueting house 
under the banner of love. Oh, it 
will be glorious indeed. Praise 
the Lord. 

On Wednesday night, July 7, 
the Convention began. Thurs- 
day morning Brother Lee made 
his appearance on the scene 
with four of the orphan children 
from Cleveland. These children 
were taken to the home two 
years ago from Middletown. 
They seemed to enjoy their visit 
and the people were glad to see 
them. We were so glad to see 
someone from home. Vivian 
and I could hardly wait for Bro. 
Lee to get there, it seemed al- 
most like seeing our own father. 

Well. the tide rose higher and 
higher, till Saturday night it 
seemed we had a cloud burst— 
such shouting and rejoicing. 
Then it was we could in reality 
sing, “Firing Line.” Sister Viv- 
ian Haworth assisted greatly 
with the music. We also had 
some stringed instruments and 
cornets. 


We enjoyed several good 
messages from Brother Lee, as 
well as others. Then Sunday af- 
ternoon was devoted to the or- 
phanage work. We had a short 
program from the four orphan 
children, and Sister Gimnell’s 
little girl, short talks and offer- 
ings. 

On Sunday night everyone 
seemed loath to leave. Good- 
byes and God-bless yous were 
spoken and the delegates dis- 
persed. So closed the Ohio 
State Convention—but I assure 
you such an enjoyable feature 
as this shall not soon be forgot- 
ten by us. “We had a glorious 
time.” 

On Monday following we got 
the children ready, saw them 
and Brother Lee board the 
train, bound for Cleveland. We 
organized a sewing club from 
which we look for good results. 

On Tuesday we said good-bye 
to dear Sister Gimnell who had 
so faithfully cared for us, and 
then left for Fostoria. It was a 
long drive but good roads. We 
only stayed a couple of nights 
here, but enjoyed it immensely. 

One feature we especially en- 
joyed was a visit to the wire 
factory. Brother Babb the fore- 
man, was so nice to take time 
and pains to take us’ through 
and explain everything. My soul 
was inspired as I looked on the 
process\the wire has to go thru 
and compared it with human 
experiences. It is first put in a 
great kiln with from 700 to 
1400 degrees of heat and is in 
these ovens from ten to twenty- 
four hours. After the heating 
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process it comes out so soft and 
pliable, can easily be bent or 
shaped in any way. Whereas, 
before it went through the fire 
it was hard and unrelenting: 
then’ it is put in barrels of acid 
to clean it. Think it not strange 
concerning the fiery trials which 
is to try you. 1 Pet. 4:12. After 
the process mentioned above it 
is put on spindles, whirled a- 
round and around, squeaking 
all the while, (how often we 
complain or make a fuss when 
God is trying to refine us) un- 
wound, drawn through a large 
basin of hot liquid which tins 
or galvanizes it, then it shines. 
It takes 700 millemeters of heat 
to tin the wire, but 1400 to gal- 
vanize it, however the galva- 
nized wire is much better. So I 
wondered if it could be that we 
have a great many tinned Chris- 
tians who have had only a small 
degree of the fire and acid test. 
Probably this is the reason they 
can’t stand hardness as a good 
soldier. Oh! we need more of 
the galvanized kind. 


Then too, the wire is large to 
start with, some as large as 
spikes, but it is run through 
five different dyes, each one a 
little smaller than the other, 
which shaves it down a little at 
a time until it comes out as fine 
as the finest thread. The most 
heat is required for the finest 
wire. Let us go on unto perfec- 
tion. Heb. 6:1. 

We saw so much that was 
thrown aside and wasted. On 
asking what the reason was, we 
were told it wouldn’t stand the 
test and was (marred in the 
hands of the maker) ; would not 
bend etc. Then I thought what 
a waste, and one would wonder 
how it could be a profitable oc- 
cupation after so much expense 
and waste. I looked back over 
spiritual occupation and find it 
is the same. Itis sad to see so 
many laid aside. “We shall reap 
if we faint not.” 

Leaving Fostoria we arrived 
in due time at Findley and were 
cordially entertained at Brother 
Hackenberger’s although a 
short stay we can say it was a 
very pleasant one. We had the 
privilege of visiting the camp 
meeting of the Assemblies of 
God, and seeing Brother Thos. : 
B. Harding again, evangelist of 
the Harrell party. I enjoyed the 
service at the church and hated 
to leave but Walbridge was call- 
ing, so we moved on and found 
“the faithful few’ there and 
they believe in showing their 
faith by their works. They as 
well as Toledo showed much in- 
terest in the sewing club. We 
consider both of these almost 


as one asthey aresoclose to- | 


gether. We can say we consider} 
Brother Edwards lucky to have 
a help mate instead of a help- 
me-eat, such as dear little Sis- 
ter Edwards, to leave in charge 
of one church while he goes to 
the other. We learned to love 
every one and can say as_ well 
as being a wonderful country 
Ohio has “lovely ” people. We 
shall not soon forget them. We 
will say in conclusion; dearly be- 
loved of the Lord, prove true, 
stand fast, be not weary in well 
doing, and the reaping will be 
graciously abundant and abso- 
lutely certain. The reward is for 
service in this present life. ‘““Be- 
hold I come quickly and my re- 
ward is with me to give every 
man according as his work shall 
be.” Rey. 22:12. “And when the 
chief’ shepherd shall appear ye 
shall receive a crown of glory 
that fadeth not away.” 1 Pet. 
5:4. 

I read not long since of two 
parties of travelers who was 
preparing for the ascent of Mt. 
Blane. One young Englishman 
disregarded all the directions of 
the guides and loaded himself 
with things which were abso- 
lutely unnecessary. He carried a 
small case of wine and delicate 
food to pamper his appetite; a 
camera, with which to photo- 
graph himself and his compan- 
ion at different stages of the 
ascent: note books in which to 
record his impressions, and a 
picturesque plumed cap and gay 
Indian blankets, which he wore 
to win admiration from possibly 
beholders of his triumph. The 
guides after a protest, whispered 
together and allowed him _ to 
have his way. 

Six hours after his party start” 
ed the others followed. At the 
little Chalet where the first 
night was spent, they found 
his food and wine. The guides 
laughed. Here Englander had 
found he could not stop to hu- 
mor his appetite if he would 
climb Mt. Blanc. 


A few miles further on they 
found his note books and cam- 
era. He had given up hope of 
winning fame by recording his 
(progress) in the actual hard 
struggle of the ascent. Still 
higher he had thrown off the 
gay robe and plumed cap. He 
had encountered heavy storms 
and reached the top of the 
mountain exhausted — panting 
for breath at the risk of his life 
—but he reached it. Clothes, 
sfood and the comments of the 
people below did not come unto 
his thoughts. He had reached 
the summit. 

“Wherefore seeing we also 
are compassed about with so 
great a cloud of witnesses, let 
us lay aside every weight, and 
the sin which doth so easily be- 
set us, and let us run with 
patience the race that is set be- 
fore us, looking unto Jesus the 
author and finisher of our faith; 
who for the joy that was set be- 
fore him endured the cross, de- 
spised the shame, and is now 
set down at the right hand of 
the throne of God. 

“Know ye not that they who 
run in a race run all, but one re- 
ceiveth the prize? so run, that 
you may obtain.” “Be not 
weary.” Shove in a little more 
fuel and make every grade and 
curve we find. Hallelujah!
